To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Tutbury  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report 
for  1951. 

In  considering  the  Vital  Statistics,  it  must  be  borne 
in  mind  that  in  a  district  of  this  size,  small  changes  in 
totals  make  a  considerable  difference  in  the  various 
Rates.  The  Death  Rate  continues  to  be  below  the 
national  Rate  and  the  lower  Birth  Rate  reflects  the 
general  trend. 

Infectious  Diseases  have  been  less  prevalent  than 
in  1950  except  for  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  which, 
however,  did  not  reach  epidemic  proportions.  There 
were  no  cases  of  Polio-myelitis,  but  one  death  from  this 
disease  occurred  in  a  case  infected  in  1949.  During  the 
year  the  district  was  included  in  a  national  investigation 
of  Polio-myelitis.  While  the  results  were  negative,  this 
unfortunately  would  not  be  of  much  value  in  the  research. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the 
number  of  children  immunised  and  while  again  no  cases 
of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  further  improvement  is 
desirable. 

One  case  of  Undulant  Fever  occurred  in  a  neigh¬ 
bouring  area,  the  source  of  infection  being  traced  to  a 
milk  supply  in  this  District.  It  is  fortunate  that  no  other 
cases  were  notified  as  the  causal  organism  is  widespread 
among  dairy  herds  in  the  District.

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SECTION  C 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water 

The  supply  of  water  to  the  greater  part  of  the  Rural 
District  is  by  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Com¬ 
pany,  and  the  quality  and  quantity  have  been  satisfactory. 
Water  mains  were  completed  in  Yoxall  and  parts  of 
Tatenhill  and  Dunstall  during  the  year. 


The  under-mentioned  properties  were  connected 
to  the  new  mains  during  the  year  : — 

Tatenhill  21  Dwelling  Houses;  I  Village  Hall 
Yoxall  89  Dwelling  Houses 
Dunstall  2  Dwelling  Houses 


During  195 1  there  was  no  change  in  the  conditions 
at  the  Tutbury  Waterworks.  A  small  extension  of  the 
mains,  120  yards  of  3"  pipe,  was  made  in  Burton  Street 
enabling  this  area  to  be  fed  directly  from  the  pumping 
mains,  with  the  result  that  the  pressure  and  supply  has 
been  considerably  improved  during  pumping  hours. 


The  water  supply  to  the  Tutbury  Parish  is 
chlorinated  as  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
Bacteriological  examination  and  chemical  analysis  have 
been  made  of  this  water,  and  it  was  found  that  the  Coli 
Aerogenes  Content  (presumptive  Coli)  was  Nil  per  100 
ml.  after  48  hours  incubation  at  370  C.  The  chemical 
analysis  showed  the  water  to  be  organically  of  satis¬ 
factory  quality,  but  very  hard.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Sewers  were  laid  in  an  estate  off  Clays  Lane, 
Branston,  and  a  scheme  has  been  approved  for  sewers  to 
serve  an  estate  at  Church  Lane,  Barton-under-Needwood. 

A  scheme  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  has 
been  submitted  for  the  Parish  of  Barton-under-Needwood. 
The  scheme  is  designed  to  eliminate  unsatisfactory 
conditions  arising  from  the  existing  insufficient  and 
unsuitable  sewage  disposal  works. 

Small  sewage  disposal  plants  have  been  approved 
for  groups  of  new  houses  in  isolated  parts  of  the  district 
at  Rangemore  and  Wood  End,  Hanbury. 

Schemes  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  at 
Rolleston  and  parts  of  the  Parishes  of  Anslow  and 
Dunstall  have  been  approved. 

A  small  sewage  disposal  plant  has  been  installed 
to  serve  a  small  estate  at  Hadley  End,  Yoxall. 


Public  Cleansing 

The  domestic  scavenging  has  now  been  extended 
to  every  parish,  and  the  work  has  been  of  a  satisfactory 
standard  throughout  the  year. 
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Closet  Accommodation 

79  privies  or  pan  closets  have  been  abolished  and 
water  closets  substituted  by  owners  during  the  year. 


Smoke  Abatement 

There  has  been  one  smoke  nuisance  during  the 
year.  Notice  was  served  requiring  the  abatement  of  the 
nuisance,  and  no  further  action  has  been  necessary. 


Camping  Sites 

There  are  no  recognised  camping  sites  in  the 
District. 


Swimming  Baths 

The  only  swimming  bath  in  the  district  is  a 
privately  owned  one  in  the  village  of  Rolleston-on-Dove. 
This  appears  to  be  well  managed  and  supervised. 


Disinfection  and  Disinfestation 

Ten  houses  were  disinfected  after  the  occurrence 
of  infectious  diseases,  deaths,  etc. 


Three  infestations  by  fleas  were  overcome  by 
treatment  with  a  10%  D.D.T.  solution  and  Gammexane 
smoke  generators.

Infectious  Diseases 

The  incidence  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough 
rose  in  1 95 1 ,  but  not  to  epidemic  proportions. 

All  other  notifiable  diseases  were  less  prevalent. 


Immunisation  Against  Diphtheria 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has  been  carried 
out  as  usual  at  the  five  Infant  Welfare  Centres  in  the 
District.  The  increased  response  (a  65%  increase  in 
primary  doses  and  a  370%  increase  in  reinforcing  doses)  is 
gratifying.  Tribute  must  be  paid  to  the  two  Health 
Visitors  in  the  District  for  their  excellent  work  in  this 
connection. 

The  level  of  protection  in  children  up  to  school 
leaving  age  is  now  approximately  67.55%. 

There  have  again  been  no  cases  of  Diphtheria 
during  the  year. 

The  following  table  shows  the  decline  in  the 
incidence  of  Diphtheria  since  the  national  campaign

The  total  of  66  cases  is  a  decrease  of  8  cases  compared 
with  the  figure  for  1 95 0. 

There  were,  however,  13  new  cases  during  the  year,  and  2 
cases  attributable  to  the  year,  were  removed  from  the  register. 

The  revision  of  the  register  which  was  completed,  led  to 
the  removal  of  16  cases  in  all  so  that  the  nett  decrease  of  8  cases 
is  an  actual  increase. 

Liaison  between  the  various  bodies  concerned  has  been 
improved,  and  it  is  hoped  in  future  this  improvement  will  be 
maintained. 

ihere  has  been  no  change  in  the  Sanatorium  accommoda¬ 
tion,  nor  is  there  any  prospect  of  improvement  in  the  near  future.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 

SANITARY  INSPECTOR 
1951 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Tutbury  Rural  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report 
for  1951. 


I  have  to  report  continued  progress  in  the  field  of 
public  health.  Increasing  numbers  of  premises  in  the 
outlying  parishes  are  being  connected  to  the  South 
Staffordshire  Waterworks  mains,  and  the  abolition  of 
pan  closets  is  also  proceeding  well. 


The  expressions  of  thanks  from  the  occupiers  of 
houses  receiving  these  modern  amenities  is  indeed  some 
measure  of  satisfaction  in  carrying  out  a  worth-while 
job. 


Thanks  are  due  to  the  staff  of  the  public  health 
department,  and  I  am  grateful  for  the  excellent  support 
received  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee.

2 9  Samples  of  water  from  private  sources  were 
submitted  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  reports  and 
2 7  samples  found  to  be  unfit  for  drinking  purposes.  The 
occupiers  of  premises  involved  in  adverse  reports  were 
advised  to  boil  their  water  before  use.  Of  the  65  premises, 

1  2  have  now  been  connected  to  the  South  Staffordshire 
Waterworks  Company’s  mains,  the  work  is  in  hand  at  16 
premises,  and  the  owners  of  31  houses  have  been 
requested  to  connect  their  premises  to  the  mains  supply. 
In  the  other  6  cases  no  public  supply  is  available  but  one 
well  was  reconstructed  with  beneficial  results  as  proved 
by  subsequent  samples. 

The  new  water  schemes  are  progressing.  The 
rate  of  progress  has  not  been  satisfactory,  due  mainly  to 
labour  difficulties.  As  the  mains  have  been  laid,  a  survey 
has  been  made  of  all  properties  on  the  line  of  the  mains, 
and  owners  have  been  requested  to  connect  their  proper¬ 
ties  to  the  mains  without  delay.  A  satisfactory  response 
has  been  made,  a  total  of  113  properties  having  been 
connected  to  the  new  mains  during  the  year. 


Housing  Repairs 

Despite  the  present  difficulties  in  effecting  housing 
repairs  as  a  result  of  low  rentals  and  the  shortage  of 
materials  and  labour,  a  considerable  amount  of  repair 
work  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 

If  many  properties  are  not  to  fall  quickly  into  a 
dilapidated  state  through  lack  of  maintenance,  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  recommendations  of  the  Sanitary  Inspect¬ 
ors  Association  on  this  matter  are  implemented  by  the 
Government.  They  recommended  that  property  owners 
should  be  permitted  to  increase  controlled  rents  provided 
that  all  such  increase  was  expended  on  maintenance 
work. 


Sanitary  Accommodation 

79  houses  with  either  pans  or  wet  ashpits  have  been 
connected  to  the  water  carriage  system. 

29  of  these  were  in  the  Parish  of  Tutbury  in  which 
Parish  9  premises  were  still  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  Further  progress  was  made  in  the  Parish  of 
Branston  where  23  convertions  were  carried  out. 
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Public  Cleansing 

Few  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  in 
respect  of  the  removal  of  household  refuse.  The  replace¬ 
ment  of  defective  dustbins  is  difficult  but  many  have 
been  replaced.  The  question  of  their  replacement  by  the 
local  authority  as  an  annual  charge  on  the  premises  may 
have  to  be  considered  if  the  position  deteriorates  and  a 
satisfactory  service  is  to  be  maintained. 


Salvage 

The  demand  for  waste  paper  which  had  increased 
in  1950,  increased  still  further  in  195 1  and  the  Council’s 
total  collection  exceeded  66  tons  compared  with  25  tons 
in  1950.  7  tons  9  cwts.  of  scrap  metal  and  3  tons  4  cwts. 

of  textiles  were  also  disposed  of  during  the  year. 


Rodent  Control 

The  addition  of  the  poison  “Antu”  to  the  list  of 
poisons  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  was  welcome  since  it  helped  to  vary  the  poisons 
in  successive  visits  to  premises,  thus  preventing  the 
prejudice  which  is  built  up  in  the  rat  population  when 
one  particular  poison  is  used  too  frequently  on  the  same 
premises.  Regular  visits  have  been  made  to  the  refuse 
tips  and  sewage  works,  and  tests  and  treatments  have 
been  carried  out  on  the  sewerS.

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Inspection  of  Food  Premises 

Regular  routine  visits  have  been  made  to  food 
premises.  A  lock-up  grocery  shop  in  one  Parish  which 
was  without  a  water  supply  has  now  been  connected  to 
the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  mains.  Vendors 
continue  to  show  an  increased  interest  in  food  hygiene. 
The  general  public  are  also  keener  in  this  matter  and 
several  complaints  have  been  made  in  respect  of  un¬ 
wholesome  food  and  unhygienic  practices  in  premises. 
One  lady  complained  that  a  butcher  had  commenced 
selling  ice  cream,  and  as  a  result  the  shop  was  often 
crowded  with  children  who  fouled  the  block.  I  visited 
the  shop  and  advised  the  butcher  to  place  a  protective 
rail  in  front  of  the  block.  This  has  now  been  done. 


Ice  Cream  Premises 

There  has  been  a  further  increase  in  the  number 
of  registered  premises.  There  are  now  30  premises  on 
the  register  and  all  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  52 
samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  to  the  Derby  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  reports.  All 
reports  were  satisfactory. 


Shops 

Routine  visits  are  paid  to  all  shops.  Informal 
notices  were  served  upon  the  owners  of  7  shops.  The 
defects  have  been  remedied  in  4  cases  and  are  in  hand 
in  the  remainder. 


Dairies 

There  are  five  dairies  in  the  district  and  the 
standard  of  cleanliness  is  good. 


Disinfection 

10  houses  were  disinfected  after  the  occurrence  of 
infectious  disease  or  deaths,  etc.  Investigations  were 
made  as  to  the  possible  source  of  infection  of  each  case 
of  infectious  disease. 
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Disinfestation 

Three  houses  were  disinfested  following  complaints 
of  insect  infestation. 

The  various  refuse  tips  received  regular  treatments 
with  insecticidal  tip  dressing  in  order  to  control  insect 
infestation. 


Caravans 

The  caravan  problem  is  still  with  us  and  in  fact  is 
more  difficult.  I  am  not  here  referring  to  the  licensing 
of  genuine  applicants  who  are  anxious  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  but  to  the  ever 
recurring  public  health  nuisances  created  by  unkempt 
families  who  encamp  on  sites  adjacent  to  Burton-upon- 
Trent  without  any  authority  to  do  so  and  without  any 
water  supply  or  sanitary  accommodation.  The  nuisance 
created  by  up  to  twenty  persons  encamping  on  a  site  in 
a  residential  district  for  approximately  a  fortnight 
without  sanitary  accommodation  can  be  left  to  the 
imagination. 

I  see  little  hope  at  present  of  a  solution  to  this 
problem.  Well-meaning  persons  protest  at  what  they 
term  the  persecution  of  these  people  without  first  enquir¬ 
ing  into  the  circumstances.  The  provision  of  planned 
sites  helps  greatly  in  the  case  of  genuine  applications, 
but  the  type  of  individual  referred  to  here,  has  no 
intention  of  paying  for  services  rendered,  and  genuine 
applicants  would  not  reside  on  the  same  site.
